WASHINGTON, March 19.—Madeline 
Pollard faced her corespondent on the 
witness stand today, and a continuous 
fire of crose-qtiestions was directed at 
her. The trial was like a play in 
which one actor is starred to the ex- 
clusion of all others. Maj. Ben Butter- 
worth, the ex-Congressman from Ohio, 
played a minor part as the questioner, 
all the. interest centering about the 
slender, blaek-robed plaintiff in the 
case, It was the most interesting day 
of the sensational trial, and it was 
made more so by the masterful display 
of intellectual resources, of quick per- 
ception and of«teling. repHes 
flashed forth at every turn of the plea, 
as the lawyers followed up every pos- 
sible trail which might lead to admis- 
sions casting @ny sort of shadow on 
the life of the woman, apart from 
those passages which have been identi- 
fied with the career of the Kentucky 
Congressman, 

Miss Pollard has shown herself to be 
a wonderful woman. Whatever opin- 
ions may have been held by the men, 
most of them of high standing in the 
community, who sat listening all day 
as though to the revelation of a fasci- 
nating story rather than a woman’s re- 
cital of sorrow and disgrace; all of 
them were constrained to admit their 
admiration of her intelligence, her 
quick perception and her effective com- 
mand of words. Seldom dces a witness 
manage to give replies so telling in sup- 
port of her own case and keep within 
the limits.of the courtroom regulations, 
and several times the plaintiff's attor- 
neys admonish her to confine her 
statements to ; rs to the questions 
which were put. 


THE PROCEEDINGS. 


Cross-examination of Miss Pollard by ex-Con- 
gtessman Butterworth. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The 
bailiffs had the utmost difficulty in. re- 
pelling the crowds who sought admit- 
tance to the courtroom where the Pol- 
lard-Breckinridge trial is in progress. 
Miss Pollard was again on the stand 
under direct examination. She related 
in greater detail than heretofore the 
attempts of Breckinridge to seduce her. 
He told her she had a wonderful in- 
tellect and had a brilliant future. 
~ “T geemed to be completely under 
the influence of his wonderful’ power 
of persuasion,’ she said. He promised 
to oversee her education and repay the 
money paid by Rhodes for her school- 
ing. ‘‘He did not accomplish his pur- 
pose the first day, in spite of his vio- 
lent efforts.’’ she continued, “‘and it was 
only late the second day that we were 
in a house of tion in -Cincin- 
nati.”” Relations were then established, 
she averred, and ‘tétitinued until May 
17, 1893, last, thé .t#ne' she saw Breck- 
inridge’s marriage to Mrs. Wing, which 
occurred secretly on April 29, 1893. 

Then the cross-examination was re- 
sumed by Butterworth, going into mi- 
nute details of the plaintiff's life, to 
all of which she returned replies which 
could have given no comfort to her 
opponents. 

In the course of her examination the 
witness explained the circumstances of 
an alleged visit to "Squire Kinsey's 
house, in Bridgeport, Ky., where she 
stopped in 1882 and 1883. Some of the 
names mentioned she did not remember. 
but recalled that-~of Alexander Jutian, 
a blind man, with whom and the plain- 
tiff the defense will try to show a mock 
marriage, and subsequently unseem!y 
proceedings at "Squire Kinsey’s. She 
declared that Julian would not even 
have dared to caress her; she did not 
remember any mock marriage, and, 
moreover, her Uncle George was not 
with her at that time. He “was very 
strict, and would not have allowed 
anything of the sort. 

Several letters were shown her, one 
of which she admitted having written 
to Owen Robinson. The others she 
might have written, si.e said. One 
contained a iock of hair. The letters 
were then read. They were of a 
school-girl character with expressions 
of a@ more or less lovesick character. 
She said she and Owen were good 
friends but there was no love affair 
between them. 

This afternoon Butterworth again 
referred to the letter which Miss Pol- 
lard averred Friday was not written 
by herself. She read it carefully, then 
said: “I did not write that letter. I 
never did. I pronounce it a _ forged 
letter. I never wrote such things as 
are in that and no one knows it bet- 
ter than the man who sits beside you. 
au. expert might have done it and 


Referring to the circumstances of 
Col. Breckinridge’s first visit to her at 
the seminary, she said: “He said he 
had come to see me and he over- 
powered me with a glance.” 

Butterworth asked whether she knew 
much about him. “I don’t think any- 
body knew very much about Col. 
Breckinridge until lately,” she replied 
quickly. 

Butterworth asked her if when she 
first went there she knew the char- 
acter of the house of Sarah Goss in 
Lexington, to which Col. Breckinridge 
took her. Miss Pollard responded al. 
most in a shriek, “‘No sir; no, sir; no, 
sir.” The trip to Lexington had been 
made under pretense on the part of 
Col, Breckinricge that he wished to 
look over the school to which he pro- 
posed sending her. 

Regarding deposition of Roselle, 
said to have been Miss Pollard’s lover 
while she was at school, Miss Pollard 


said, significantly, the statement would

“You knew Col. Breckinridge was a 
married man?

“What relation did you propose to 
sustain to him in the future?’ 

“I thought nothing of it. I think 
under the circumstances people origi- 
nally do not.’ 

“You knew you were losing your re- 
spectability and standing?”

“How soon did you realize it?’ 

“Not until he had made me an out- 
cast (weeping;) until he had made my 
life too hard to bear. He ruined me, 
but I loved him then. His slightest 
wish was law to me then.” 

“Rut you knew your course was all 
wrong?” 

“Breckinridge was a man who ‘could 
make anvthing seem right with his ar- 
guments.”’ 

During this passage, which seemed 
to affect Miss Pollard deeply, and visi- 
bly moved the audience of men before 
her, Col. Breckinridge sat facing her, 
with his chin resting on his hands 
and no traces of emotion appearing on 
his face. 

Once. when Butterworth inquired 
how long they had rema‘ned in the 
assignation house at Cincinnati, Miss 
Pollard replied she cou:d not remember, 
it must have been two or three hours, 
and added: “How long was it, Mr. 
Breckinridge?’ an interrogation 
which provoked a laugh. Miss Pol- 
lard’s expenses, while at school in 
Lexington, it was developed; had been 
partly paid by Col. Breckinridge, but 
he could not give her very much be- 
cause it would have awakened the 
suspicions of Mr. Rhodes. 

Mr. Butterworth. You knew that if 
your relations became known it wou:-d 
mean disgrace to both of you? 

Miss Pollard. You know it. 

“You concealed your relations with 
him. then?’’ 

“T did my part and he did his.” 

“Did Mr. Rhodes pay your board?’’ 

“You don’t think even Mr. Breckin- 
ridge was as bad as that? Mr. Rhodes 
paid my tuition.”’ 

Questions were asked regarding the 
location of Miss Pollard’s room at her 
boarding-place, with two other ladies, 
while she attended the Sayre Institute 
in Lexington, evidently with the inten- 
tion of showing that she might have 
received. visitors at night unknown to 
the rest of the household.

Miners Accept a Scale of Wages—Gen.

CRIPPLE CREEK, (Colo.,) March 19. 
—The Independence mine, one of the 
largest here, started to work again this 
morning with a small force, on the 
basis of nine hours for the day shift 
and eight for the night shift, the min- 
ers to receive $3.25 per shift. This of- 
fer was made when the day men quit 
work several weeks ago and-was re- 
fused. It was renewed and last night 
was accepted by the Miners’ Union. 
Everything was quiet today.

OMAHA, March 19.—Four special 
Treasury Department secret service 
men, in addition to the regular force 
employed at division headquarters and 
the forces of the United States Mar- 
shal's office, are working in Omaha and 
vicinity to unearth a private mint 
which has already turned out over 
500,000 standard silver dollars using 
the same amount of silver and alloy 
as the government.

Lord Randolph Churchill Protests Against 
the Premier’s Course—Sir William 
Balfour Styles It a ‘‘Cru- 
cial case.’

LONDON, March 19.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) Replyingg to John Redmond, 
the Parnellite leader in the House of 
Commons today, John Morley, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, referring to the 
provisions of the Evicted Tenants Bill 
and whether it will be the first measure 
to proceed with, said it would not be 
the first measure put forward. He was 
unable to say when it would be pro- 
ceeded with. The Registration of Votes 
Bill would be the first measure which 
the government would ask Parliament 
to pass upon. 

Lord Randolph Churchill came to the 
front again by making a motion that 
Lord Roseberry had infringed upon 
the liberties and privileges of the 
House of Commons by concerning him- 
self with the election of a member of 
the House of Commons through his 
speech made at Edinburgh on Satur- 
day. This speech, according to Lord 
Churchill, must have an influence upon 
the pending election at Leatny. Lord 
Randolph asserted that Lord Rose- 
berry had evaded the rule which pre- 
cludes the Premier from intervening’ 
in the election of members of the Com- 
mons. 

Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer and Liberal leader 
in the House of Commons, said that, as 
Lord Randolph had not proposed that 
Lord Roseberry should be called to the 
House, he could not understand what 
course Lord. Randolph ‘ wanted the 
House to take; whereupon Lord Ran- 
dolph said that he intended his motion 
== protest against Lord Roseberry’s 
action. 

Sir William Harcourt remarked that 
there were about five hundred oppo- 
sition peers, who were constantly in- 
terfering in the elections. He himself 
had no complaints to make (for 
speeches which had greatly influenced 
elections. He referred, undoubtedly, 
to the prelates who are members of the 
House of Lords. He then classed Lord 
Churchill’s motion as being ‘‘trumpery, 
petty and contemptible,” and a con- 
tradiction of his own defense, when ac- 
eused of breach of privilege in 1887, for 
lending carriages to be,used at a cer- 
tain session—a course which was used 
at the same time and place by Lord 
Salisbury. 

Rt. Hon. Balfour, the Conserva- 
tive leader, said that it was @c al 
case, which would decide the doctrine 
as to whether a peer had the right to 
take part in the elections. The 
speaker, continuing, said that he had 
watched with interest the govern- 
ment’s desire to extend the privileges 
of peers.

In committee of the whole on the Sun- 
dry Civil Bill the paragraph appripriat- 
ing $750,000, to be expended under the 
direction of the Missouri River Com- 
mission, was taken up. 

Mr. Catchings continued for a brief 
time his argument against parceling out 
by restriction portions of the river and 


continuing contract system. ; 
Mr. Hermann of Oregon eulogized the 
contract system for the waterways of 
the country; the inauguration of which, 
he said, was one of the grandest 
achievements of the Fifty-first Congress. 
Mr. Loud of California criticised the 
injustice of the system to those ‘‘who 
are not in on the proposition.’”’ No man 
was better able to defend the system 
than Mr. Catchings, nor to second it 
than Mr. Hermann, both of whom had 
their projects in which they were in- 
terested in the system. His objection 
to the river and harbor improvements 
were that they were not to be made 
to benefit the whole country, but to 
satisfy certain interests. 

Mr. Hainer of Nebraska criticised se- 
verely the work of the Missouri River 
Commission. Of the $4,000,000 appro- 
priated, $500,000 had been used on the 
same reach of fourteen miles at Jeffer- 
son City. At the yy rate it would 
require $80,000,000 and €20 years to reach 
Sioux City, The Missouri River Com- 
mission proposed to expend over $600,- 
000 of the sum carried by this para- 
graph in first reach of the river above 
Kansas City. Not one dollar was to be 
used for Omaha, Atchison and 
Leavenworth and the other cities on 
the river, where the Missouri was mak- 
ing great encroachments. 

Mr. Pickler of South Dakota advo 
cated an amendment to divert $100,000 
of the appropriation for the Missouri 
for the stretch of 1800 miles above 
Sioux City. 

Mr. Heard defended the Missouri 
River Commission and the money ex- 
pended at Jefferson City. 

Mr. Mercer of Nebraska vocated 
his amendment to set aside ,000 of 
the Missouri appropriation for the re- 
moval of snags and obstructions above 
Sioux City, and $150,000 for the con- 
struction and repair of revetments and 
dikes and works between the south line 
of Nebraska and Sioux City. 

After a few closing words by Mr, 
Iiutchings warning the House against 
demoralizing the systematic work done 
by the commission by parceling out 
portions of the appropriations, action 
was had on the pending amendments. 
The first was Mr. Broderick’s to set 
aside $50,000 to strengthen the dikes at 
Atchison and Leavenworth, Kan. It 
was lost. 

The Pickler and Mercer amendments 
were o lost. 

The next and last paragraph in the 
bill was that relating to _ soldiers’ 
homes, against two clauses of which, 
placing the disbursing officera.*of the 
homes under bonds and requiring an 
annual report on the conditions of the 
homes to the Secretary of War. Mr. 
Black raised a point of order. 

Mr. Black of Illinois, one of the mem- 
bers of the board of managers of na- 
tional homes, opposed the two clauses 
referred to. Congress, he , had 
dealt munificently with this board. 
Over $60,000,000 had been appropriated; 
not one dollar had been lost. Suits for 
recovery were pending against Gen. But- 
ler’s estate in Massachusetts and a re- 
cent treasurer in Wisconsin.

The principal argument for was based 
upon the ground of expediency. It was 
urged that if it were permitted to re- 
main it would be the means of intro- 
ducing Hawafian complications into the 
tariff discussion. All agreed this should 
be avoided if possible without surrend- 
ering too much, and the latest reliable 
Statement is that this argument won. 

These, with the restoration of the 
present law regarding the tax on domes- 
tic cigars, will be the principal changes 
made. The lead ore duty, with the tax 
on whisky and duty on coal and iron 
ore, remains as placed in the bill by the 
Democratic members. 

There have been a few changes in the 
fruit schedule, and a few minor articles 
which were taken from the free list 
and made dutiable will be restored to 
the free list. The bill when it next sees 
the light will also show several changes 
in the administrative part. 

At the meeting of the full Finance 
Committee this afternoon it was an- 
nounced that the bill as amended by 
the.

THE AMERICAN FLEET,

SALT IN VARIETY. 


‘Useful Hints About Its Many Different 


Uses. 

(New York Tribune:) There is no ar- 
ticle of common use more often put on 
the table in a slovenly way than the 
ordinary salt. It should be pulverized 
and in order to do this the salt should 
be frequently dried and sifted. Special 
table salts, which are sold at the stores, 
are usually prepared by mixing a cer- 
tain percentage of corn starch with the 
pure salt. The starch acts as an adul- 
terant, and, while it is harmless in 
the salt for ordinary table use, it would 
not improve the seasoning qualities, 
and in the case of clear soup would add 


enough thickening to partly destroy 


its clearness. 

The same objection applies:to adul- 
terating salt in this way, though it be 
harmless, that there is to adulterating 
all other condiments. Considered all 
in all a pure salt, dried in the oven and 
sifted occasionally, is the very best 
for all purposes. Heat the salt as hot 
as possible in the oven for at least ten 
minutes. Then crush it fine with a po- 
tato masher and sift it through a 
flour sieve. Store it in a wooden box 
and set it on a high shelf in a dry 
closet. Treated this way it will not 
cake. The only reason for its caking 
is the presence of dampness. Sait 
which is exposed to the air in a com- 
mon salt cellar is quite likely to be- 
come lumpy, and for this reason the 
salt box kept in use in the kitchen 
should be covered. : 

The Germans use little hanging recep- 
tacles for salt in the kitchen, which are 
covered to protect the contents from 
dust as well.as moisture, and are placed 
against the wall near the kitchen stove 
in order to keep it dry and be conven- 
ient for its frequent use in cooking. 
But the German kitchen is in many 
Ways an ideal one. Salt, sugar, flour 
and all the articles which are in hourly 
need are kept in boxes of blue and white 
stone ware, which are much more 
wholesome and easily kept clean than 
the receptacles of Japan ware or tin, 
and are much more picturesque. 

There are many uses for common salt 
besides seasoning. Rock salt, which is 
by no means the purest salt for culi- 
nary uses, is excellent in the bath. 
The purest salt for table use is that 
prepared from salt springs. Ordinary 
rock salt is too apt to be mixed with 
other substances to be safely pulverized 
for table use. Bathing the feet and 
limbs in hot salt water is said te 
soothe the suffering from rheumatism 
and neuralgia. There is nothing more 
soothing in case of nervous restlessness 
than a hot salt bath taken just before 
retiring. The efficacy of a simple gargle 
of salt and water has long been proved 
in ordinary sore throat. The poison of 
mosquito bites or bee stings may be 
removed by a strong solution of salt 
water. A dose of salt, frequently re- 
peated, is the ordinary remedy for 
hemorrhage of the lungs or stomach. 

In the laundry and in house cleaning 
Salt is scarcely less efficacious than it 
is medicinally. It is the simpliest means 
of setting the color in printed cottons, 
though it may be used in the small 
quantity of a cupful or two to two 
ordinary pailfuls of clear, cold water 
to prevent injury to the fabric, for a 
powerful brine tends to rot the mate- 
rial. There are various plants, like as- 
Paragus, which originally came from 
the seashore, which require a certain 
amount in the soil to make them grow, 
while on most vegetation salt acts as 
a blight. There is no surer way to de- 
stroy grass and weeds which will spring 
up uncalled for in the gravel paths 
than to sow them with salt.

IRRIGATION AND COMPETITION. 


The practice of irrigation is extending 
rapidly, not only in the United States, 
but in other countries besides. The 
latest country ‘to adopt a complete sys- 
tem of irrigation is the Argentine Re- 
public, which has suffered a very Sée- 
vere drought for several years past. 
At the same time the rivers and 
streams of that country are said to 
afford almost inexhaustible supplies of 
water, and in the rainy season become 
swollen to such an extent as to render 
it impossible to store the necessary 
immense quantities in reserve tanks. 
The supplementing of these by a sys- 
tem of parallel canals from various 
points: on the rivers is advocated, as 
well as the sinking of artesian wells. 
The districts affected by drought, it is 
thought, will be devoted hereafter more 
largely to the cultivation of wheat, 
which dces not suffer so much from 
its effects as do cattle, sheep and corn. 
The production of wheat in Argentine 
is increasing by rapid bounds, the 
wheat exports jumping from 827,000 
tons in 1890 t5 1,000,000 tons in 1893. 
It is claimed the exports the current 
year will reach 2,000,000 tons. 

This will, of course, increase the com- 
petition which this country has to meet 
in wheat-growing. Such increased 
competition from year to year is to 
be expected and should excite no sur- 
prise. As other fertile sections of 
the earth come under cultivation and 
obtain reduced rates on their products 
to the leacling markets of the world we 
must expect an ever increasing and 
more serious competition in growing 
the staple products. This will be more 
especially the case, for the reason that 
in most of these countries labor is far 
cheaper than it is or can ever be in the 
United States. 

There is, however, no reason why 
our agriculturists should give them- 
selves up to despair on this account. 
In the first place the consumption of 
staple products among our own peo- 
ple—of wheat, and barley, and corn, 
and rice, and hay, and cotton, and 
wool, and sugar and a score of other 
articles—is very large, and is constantly 
increasing. It is not likely that the 
country will long submit to a system 
which prevents producers from even 
supplying the home market with these 
products. Then, again, there are a vast 
number of high-priced products of a 
more or less perishable character in 
ithe growing of which we should al- 
ways have a monopoly in this country. 

The American farmer will undoubt- 
edly meet with more competition year 
after year, from now on, in the mark- 
ets of the world. But if he uses his 
brains to improve his business and his 
vote to influence the government in a 
right direction he need have no fear 
as to the future. 


THE DUTY OF THE CITIZEN. 


— 


Another unjust judge, who has been 
found guilty of nefarious practices in 
connection with the election of last 
November, has skipped out of New 
York. If the citizens of New York 
could insure the permanent absence of 
all these politicians who have run 
away for a2 time we should feel like 
congratulating them. But this is not 
at all likely. These people will simply 
stay away until the storm has blown 
over—until the New York reformers 
have got over their virtuous outburst of 
indignation and settled down to the 
ordinary business life again. Like 
Buckley in San Francisco, and like 
the cat in the song, these people will 
come back. 

The moral of this is that good citi- 


zens should not ignore public affairs” 


until these affairs become so absolutely 
corrupt and rotten that they are forced 
to interfere. This is not the way to 
do business and the sooner that 
municipal and county affairs are re- 

ded as a branch of business to 
which all taxpayers should devote a 
portion of their time and attention the 
better it will be for all except the 
boodlers,’ wire-pullers and _ chronic 
office-seekers. It is a very foolish 
thing for a business man to say, as 
they often do, that he has no time to 
attend to public affairs, when this 
negligence of his and others who 
think like him, probably costs him 
ten times as much during the year as 
he could possibly make in his private 
business during the few hours which he 
would have been called upon to devote 
to public affairs. Then, after all, he 
has to join some organization which 
has been established for the purpose of 
cleaning out the Augean stable. It 
would have been far less work and 
less expense to have kept that stable 
in order from the beginning. As soon 
as the average citizen arrives at the 
conclusion that it is a part of his 
business—and a paying part of his 
business—to devote some of his time 
to public affairs, there will be noticed 
@ big improvement in the character 
of the people who are elected to public 
offices and a corresponding reduction 
in the expense of running the city and 
county governments.

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


A few weeks ago we wrote an article, 
which attracted some attention, on the 
shortcomings of our public school sys- 
tem. This subject is brovght to mind 
by the action of the late J. C. Wilmer- 
ding of San Francisco, who died re- 
cently. Mr. Wilmerding gave a consid- 
erable sum of money to the regents of 
the State University for the founda- 
tion of a school of manual training. 


The object, ‘as defined in the will, is 
“to teach boys trades; to make a liv- | 
ing with their hands with little study | 
and plenty of work.’ This is another 
and striking evidence of the conviction 
which is spreading among thinking 
people that our system of popular edu- 
cation which trains the mind only— 
after a fashion—and ignores the bands 
is mistaken and wrong. There is con- 
siderable food for thought in that 
phrase of Mr. Wilmerding, “Little 
Study and plenty of work.” It expresses 
the views of a great many intelligent. 
people although it is not often that we 
see those views stated so plainly in 
print. It is too often taken for granted 
by the general public that the public 
school system of the United States is 
holy, absolutely perfect and altogether 
above criticism. As far as the main 
principle that the State shall educate 
the children free of charge in a non- 
sectarian mianner this is true, but when 
it comes to the details of such educa- 
tion the opinion is far from being cor- 
rect, and the sooner the field is consid- 
ered open for suggestions in the line of 
improvement the better it will be all 
around. We cannot expect to inaugu- 
rate any reforms until we admit that 
reforms are possible and desirable. 
Commenting upon the action of Mr. 
Wilmerding, above referred to, the Pa- 
cific Rural Press of San Francisco says: 
“It is reasonable to a&k if ou¥ schools” 
are on the right basis—if we are, 
through them, giving to the rising gen- 
eration of Americans the kind of cul- 
ture best suited to their necessities 
and best calculated to promote the pub- 
lic welfare. The Rural is frank to say 
that it thinks not. The system turns 
out too many half educated and ineffi- 
cient people. Somehow, in four cases 
out of seven, the public-school graduate 
approaches life with the idea that labor 
is a thing to be avoided, if not despised; 
that it is better to live by one’s wits 
than to live by toil; that respectability 
requires soft hands and holiday man- 
ners. It is this utterly false notion 
that fills the country with shabby gen- 
tility, and makes quacks in every de- 
partment of professional and business 
life. It is this which makes a score 
of applicants for a clerkship against 
one appu.ication for a job of manly 
hard work. To some extent our sys- 
tem of popular education is responsible 
for this state of things. No matter 
what it assumes to do, “it tends, in 
fact, to lead boys away from the work- 
Shop and the farm, and to fill their 
minds with ideas and plans less whole- 
some and hopeful. And, just as truly, 
it leads the thoughts of girls away 
from the sweet and wholesome things 
of life and sets them to thinking about 
woman's rights and fashionable society. 
Our educational system does this be- 
cause it is largely dominated by senti- 
mental and impractical people. The 
conceptions of very many teachers are 
purely scholastic; they have small re- 
lationship, or none at all, with the 
practical things of life, and they lead. 
the mind of childhood into an abstract, 
artificial and unwholesome world. We 
believe, profoundly, that a boy brought 
up in a workshop, under an efficient 
and careful master, or on a farm, under 
good discipline and instruction, has 
a better chance for a successful career 


, than the boy ground through the mill 


of the average school, public or private. 
We would not eliminate the principle 
of study, nor subordinate it; but 
would combine it with labor and apply 
it to practical things. It fs by such 
combinations and such applications 
that strong and capable men and 
women are produced.” 


THE GOLD OF THE WORLD. 


The latest estimate of the world’s 
stock of gold places that of the United 
States at $604,000,000, Great Britain at 
$550,000,000, France $800,000;000, Ger- 
many $600,000,000, and Russia at $250,- 
000,000. The gold production of 1893 is 
estimated at $150,724,400, or 7,291,307 
ounces. This product was distributed 
as follows: Of the United States 1,693,- 
111 ounces, of Australia 1,675,000, of 
Africa 1,563,196, of Russia 1,200,000, and 
of all other countries 1,160,090. The 
stock of gold in the United States is 
now $9.01 per capita, $14.47 in Great 
Britain, $12.12 in Germany and $20.52 
in France—hardly sufficient, it will be 
granted, to constitute a basis for the 
currency necessary to carry on the 
world’s business, and there seems no 
prospect of any increase in the ratio. 
Bimetallism on an international basis 
will probably be found to be the only 
solution of the perplexing problem, 


William Lyman, treasurer of the 
Irish Natiqgal League of America, has 
issued, on behalf of that organization, 
a manifesto to the Irish nation at home 
and abroad. The address condemns 
parliamentary methods as futile and 
recommends revolution ag the only 
means by which Ireland can achieve 
the restoration of her rights. It makes 
ajl right-thinking men, Irishmen in- 
cluded, very weary to see these long- 


range patriots pausing once in 
a while in their efforts to col- 
lect funds in order to criti- 


cise and villify the actions of men 
who, during the past few years, have 
done more for the cause of Ireland 
than these agitators could do in a life- 
. time, even if they tried. It is, however, 
pleasing to note that these people do 
not meet with so much encouragement 
in this country as they did a few years 
ago, when they used to live in luxury 
on subscriptions collected for the ben- 
efit of downtrodden Irishmen. The peo- 
ple of the United States, as well as 


native born Irishmen, have begun to 


learn to distingliish between Irish pat- 
riots who have the cause of their coun- 
try at heart and those who are patriots 
for revenue only. 


A study of the election returns in 
seven States which voted last fall, and 
Pennsylvania, which voted last month, 
shows, according to the Boston Journal, 
Republican gains as follows: Iowa, 
9391; Massachusetts, 9696; Nebraska, 
1999; Ohio, 79,923; Pennsylvania, 123,253; 
New York, 70,002. These, with the 
Democratic loss of 1636 in Maryland 
and 4140 in Virginia, make a net Re- 
publican gain since the fall of 1893 of 
300,000. Mr. Cleveland's plurality in 
the whole country was, in 1892, 393,000. 


Corbett announces that his coming 
fight with Jackson will be his last. 
This is altogether too bad. Perhaps 
if a delegation comprised of some of 
the leading men of the country were to 
call upon him, he might be induced to 
change his plans. Meantime we might 
put up with several more fights if the 
principals and their backers would 
not talk quite so much about them in 
advance. 


The latest reports from Topolobampo 
are to the effect that the colony has 
broken up. A number of the mem- 
bers have gone off to start a new col- 
ony in another part of Mexico. This 
is not at all surprising, in view of the 
manner in which this enterprise has 
been conducted. The only wonder is 
that the members of the colony stayed 
with the enterprise as long as they did. 


That is unpleasant news from Wash- 
ington for our fruit-growers which an- 
nounces that the Senate has cut down 
the fruit duties to the point where they 
stood in the Wilson bill. Perhaps, 
after all, it is better that a radical 
change should be made in order that 
our Democratic friends in this section 
may have a fair chance to see how the 
thing works. 


In Ohio it is proposed to put a State 
tax on suits at law, providing that 
upon the filing of a petition a fee of 
$1 shall be paid, which shal! go to the 
State treasury. Some 45,000 new suits 
were filed last year.

Disease Germs in Mattresses. 
LOS ANGELES, March 19.—(To the 
Editor.) Under your heading of ‘“Con- 
tagiousness of Consum,ption” and quo- 
tation from Dr. T. M. Prudden, in Sun- 
day’s issue, I was forcibly struck with 
his views as to the inoculation of that 
much-dreaded disease in the human 
system from the sputa of consump- 
tives. Every day in our city may be 
seen several factories making an ar- 
ticle of nightly use, dealing consump- 
tion and death to innocent sleepers. 
I refer to what is known as wool 
mattresses, upon which thousands 
sleep every night all over Southern Cal- 
ifornia as well as the rest of the States. 
And yet our health officers, who should 
look after such matte take no ffotice } 
of it. ‘To be charitable, they may never 
have seen them in process of manufac- 
ture, which I will, in my unskilled 
manner, attempt to describe. 
The first process is in picking up rags 
by the rag-pickers of town. These 
gather everything and anything thrown 
into the streets, back yards ‘or alleys, 
such as old carpets, rugs, old socks, 
sacks and the like. They all go in and 
are sold to the man who makes of 
them what is called by the manufac- 
turer “shoddy.” Not one particle of 
washing or cleansing do they get. 
After grinding they are put into ticks. 
and sold as wool mattresses.. Think of 
it. Comment-is unnecessary. .

HON. MR. STUDEBAKER 


His Views on the Attitude of 
Capital and Labor. 


Causes of the Prevailing Hard Times—The 
Unemployed Being Led by Unscrup- 
ulous Leaders—Tariff Leg- 
islation. 


“Our visit here at this time has no 
particular significance,”’ said Hon. 
Clem Studebaker ‘to a Times reporter 
yesterday. “‘My brother and myself 
will pass several weeks in this vicinity 
and San Diego and then return home 
by way of San Francisco.” _ 

Mr. Studebaker, as the head of the 
great manufacturing establishment and 
a man who has attained prominence 
in politics as well as business, was 
asked a number of questions pertinent 
to the time, bearing especially on the 
present attitude of capital and labor. 
When asked when he thought the situa- 
tion would improve he said that affairs 
would surely become brighter soon. 

“TI ‘think the seriousness of the situa- 
tion has been magnified by attaching 
too much importance to these various 
demonstrations of the unemployed. 
The men in these movements have 
been taking bad advice and are being 
led astray by unscrupulous leaders. 
The newspapers would do well by treat- 
ing the matter in a conservative way, 
counseling ‘the dissatisfied men to re- 
main in their own respective localities. 
No man, in a community where he be- 
longs, will be allowed to suffer priva- 
tion if he shows a willingness to work 
and adapt himself to his changed con- 
dition, which is but temporary. The 
authorities while doing.their best to 
give work ‘to the temporarily unem- 
ployed, should by all means prevent 
the organization of mobs, made up 
largely of men who do not want work, 
and dignify them by the name of 
army.”’ 

“What do you consider the cause of 
the prevailing hard times?”’ 

“Too much dealing, probably, per- 
haps over-production — various causes 
in fact. The trouble has put a good 
many people on their feet, making 
them walk, instead of allowing them 
to ride.”’ 

“Will the pending money legislation, 
when completed, afford any relief?” , 

“T think the settlement of the tariff 
question will do more to bring better 
times. Capital is naturally shy and no 
one is making big investments while 
so much uncertainty exists. There is 
an evident wish of capitalists to, give 
as much employment as possible, but 
they are restricted by the condition 
of markets, People are not buying 
luxuries now as they have done. We 
notice that in the decrease of sales of 
carriages, and it is the same all over 
the world.” 

Mr. Studebaker is quite familiar with 
Southern California and is sanguine of 
its future. “This is destined to be a 
grand country,” said he, “and not far 
in the future, either. The developments 
that are being made can best be ap- 
preciated by observing Eastern peo- 
ple who pay periodical visits to this 
section. It is a wonderful country, and 
I am quite in love with it.”

LOS ANGBLES THEATHER.—James 
O'Neill's version of Sheridan Knowles's 
great Roman tragedy may be aptiy 
termed “Virginius Up to Date.” This 
actor has amended certain scenes in 
the play, but that he has done more 
than introduce some bits of cheap 
fustian, is scarcely an open quest'on. 
The introduction of sheet-iron thunder 
at the close of act five, and the drag- 
ging of the dead body of Appius Claud- 
ius to the steps of the forum in scene 
three of the last act, add nothing to the 


dramatic movement, and the latter is 
an anti-climax. 


It is not too much to say that Mr. 
O'Neill gives a very pleasing rendition 


of the role of Virginius, but it falls’ 


far short of being a great one. He 
does not get below the outer feeling 
of his audience—he does not stir it, 
and, while in certain scenes he is 
strofg and virile, it is not a sus- 
tained strength. In the earlier scenes, 
ana when clad in the toga, Mr. O'Neill 
has a stately bearing. and uses his 
voice to fine advantage, but in the more 
impassioned passages he depends upon 
a highly-keyed head tone, which, while 
far-reaching and distinct, is not pleas- 
ing to the ear. It is mechanical and 
secms to have no heart behind it. 
The scene of act four, a rocky pass 
near the Roman camp, upon which is 
brought the murdered corse of Denta- 
tus, is most beautiful and striking, 
but Mr. O’Neiil’s larnent over the body 
of the soldier has that same lack of 
force, fire and Sympathy, which is 
so marked throughout other portions of 
play. 
© great scene of act (five, in 
which Virginius Siays his daughter to 
Save her from the lecherous arms of 
Appius Claudius, is the most exigent 
in the play. It demands that the 
payer should suffe~ the tortures of the 
damned. and that he should feel that 
swift and awful anger which drives 
men to murder. In the face of the 
awful deed he is about to commit, he 
should become a madman, but Mr. 
O'Neill failed to impress one with 
more than the feeling that he was 
g0:ng through a very ordinary, every- 


day performance, until after. the lictors 


have driven the populace from the 
coram. and Virginius appeals to the 
yrannical Appius to be apart with 
his daughter, if but a moment. This 
scene is played with genuine tender- 
ness and feeling, the actor’s voice is 
deep and vibrant with sympathy, and 
the climax in which he suddenly draws 
the knife from the girctie of Caius 
Claudius, is well Wrought out. In a 
word. the performance of Mr. O'Neill 
is uneven; it is extremely good in places 
and in others it is extremely common- 
pace. Of his company one can only 
say that. barring the Dentatus of Bev- 
erly Turner, and the Ic‘lius of George 
H. D. Johnson, it is very poor, and 
.ts work is in the nature of an affront.

ONE BELL OF MANY. 
Old Mexican Bells Recast for a San Diego 


Gin Church. 
ego Union, 19th:) In the bel- 
fry of the beavtiful. Catholic 


Church on Third and Beach streets 
will swing a new bell, cast from five 
smaller bells made in Mexico in the 
last century, and which called the 
heathen to worship at San Luis Rey 
Mission in the early part of this cen- 
tury. Workmen are now making the 
mold at the Standard Iron Works, and 
the casting of the bell, an event 
of unique interest, will take placé to- 
morrow.

The Boiler Exploded.

The Unemployed are Still 
Putting in Time. 


Mr. Donegan Throws Up His 
Job as Foreman.

Departure for Yuma from Colton on a Freight

About 130 of the unemployed reported 
for work on the First-street hill yester- 
day morning. There was a considera- 
ble amount of grumbling among the 
men, some of whom indulged in loud 
talk, but nothing serious resulted. Be- 


read a copy of a letter which he had 
addressed to Secretary of State 
Gresham, saying that the second regi- 
ment of the so-called industrial army 
had been organized, and applying for 
supplies, etc. 

Vinette also made himself quite busy 
taking a list of names, and after he 
had taken them told them in a com- 
manding voice they could go to work. 
He declared that a man who is above 
handling a pick and shovel was not 
wanted there. 

During the morning hours there were 
a good many complaints against Mr. 
Donegan and finally that gentleman 
asked thore who did not want him to 
have charge of the job to make the 
fact manifest. There were a large 
part of the men in favor of his retir- 
ing and a few against it, so Mr. Done- 
gan bade the whole crowd farewell. 

Whether the men will work on First- 
street hill today seems to be a matter 
of doubt. The committee maintain that 
officially they will have nothing to do 
with working the men there, and as 
Mr. Donegan has left it, there seems 
to be no one to take charge. 

If the chain gang is put to work there 
today that will probably stop further 
operations. 

AT UNITY CHURCTI. 

The men formed in line last night 
and marched to Unity Church, where 
they attended a meeting of tthe Single 
Tax Club. After a vocal solo by Mrs. 
Jennie Sanderson Dist.-Atty. H. C. 
Dillon was introduced. 

Mr. Dillon’s appearance was greeted 
by applause fronr those in the front 
of the audience, while from the rear 
portion, where the “home reserves” 
were seated, there were a few hisses. 

In beginning the speaker said it was 
a night when every one feels the com- 
fort of a fireside. The past ,week had 
been one full of stirring scenes—the 
scenes connected with the unem- 
ployed. 

He who takes and endeavors to use 
more of the natural gifts of God than

ave. In many cases it is to be seen 

where the natural products of the 
earth become owned and controlled by 
corporations or individuals when it 
would seem but right they should be 
owned and controlled by many. 

The parties who own these supplies 
of nature shut-off Prpduction, of 
them and the man who'‘labors finds he 
must pay heavily for them. He feels that 
an injustice has been done him and, 
feeling within himself the strength of 
his muscle and his inborn courage, he 
will, perhaps, under the influence of 
inflammatory speeches be induced to do 
that which he will all the rest of his 
life regret. 

That man is nothing but an agl- 
tator who will tell the people the gov- 
ernment of the United States is a 
despotism.

As the speaker was reciting these 
reported events there were numerous 
hisses and some cries of ‘‘You’d better 
be sure of that.’”’ 

President Hoyt, who was in the 
chair at the time, rapped sharply for 
order. The cries still continued and 
he rapped still more Youdaly. He said 
the speaker had a right to the floor 
and if those in the audience attempted 
to create further disturbance the police 
would be called in to quell it. From 
this time on the cries were much sub- 
dued and the speaker was able to con- 
tinue.

ARRIVAL AT COLTON. 

COLTON, March 19.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The “industrial army” ar- 
rived on a Southern Pacific freight 
train about 7 o'clock this morning, 
and went into camp near the Santa 
Ana River, beside the railroad track, 
the companies making separate camp- 
fires and the men rolling up in their 
blankets about the fires and upon the 
sunny sides of the banks. There are 
now 760 in the army, making twelve 
companies, ards were stationed and 
none of the men permrhitted to leave the 
camp without a permit from the com- 
manding officer, or, in his absence, :the 
next in command, or the captain of 
the company in which the applicant 
for leave was registered. 

Sheriff Booth came over from San 
Bernardino this forenoon and inter- 
viewed the officers of the regiment, 
and, finding them peaceably inclined, 
asked what was wanted. They replied 
that they were bound for Washington,

“T am here,” he said, “in the hands 
of men who claim to be American, 


the next place. They would stop at 
Yuma next, and get there upon the 
Southern Pacific freight trains. They 
told the Sheriff that they would want 
3000 hard-tack, 250 pounds of salt meat, 
200 pounds beans, 15 pounds of salt 
and two boxes of matcnes. The Sher- 
iff then asked them what they would 


do in return for these rations if they 


should be supplied. The reply wa 
that they would take the next freigh 
train for Yuma, and if they could not 
wet faod by peaceable means they 
would have to disband, as they were 
not lawless, and did not propose be- 
coming such, Upon this declaration 
the Sheriff cbhtained the supplies they 
wanted, substituting 250 pounds of 
crackers for the hard-tack, as none of 
that could be secured in this place. 
But few of the men have been per- 
mitted to leave camp, so there has becn 
very little unusual in the appearance 
of the streets today. An officer from 
each of the several companies came 
into town for supplies of tobacco, 
which was cut into small pieces, or 
made into small packages and distrib- 
uted among the chewers and smokers, 
and nearly every member of the army 
uses the weed. 

At headquarters the American flag 
is planted, and deference is 
shown the officers. The men got noth- 
ing to eat until after noon, but there 
was no complaining. Last night was 
so cold that most of the men got little 
sleep, and today much of the time was 
spent by them in endeavoring to sleep 
as much as the wind and dust would 
permit. 

Although there was a cold west wind 
and clouds of dust, there were many 
visitors to the camp during the day. 
There were large delegations from 
Riverside and San Bernardino, and the 
San Bernardino County Supervisors 
were among the visitors this after- 
noon. 

Last night there appeared a gang of 
119 unemployed bound for San Fran- 
cisco from San Antonio, Tex., where 
they organized sometime ago. They 
encamped beside the river about one 
hundred yards from the “On to Wash- 
ington” army. They, too, applied to 


Sheriff Booth for supplies, but were re- 


fused aid. They said they wanted 
enough to take them to San Francisco, 
which they claim is their cestination. 

ey were informed that, if they 
would join the east-bound army, they 
would be given food to take them out 
of the county, but that it could not be 
expected that they would be fed com- 
ing westward and thus induced to In- 
vade a country trying to feed so many 
of the wnemployed already found 
within the State. 

The “On to Washineton” people 
claim in their ranks members of about 
all the professions, as well as laborers 
and mechanics of all descriptions. 
Some enterprising Eastern newspapers 
have secured the enlistment of corre- 
svondents to keep them posted upon 
the inside workines of the army. 

The army now stands readv to board 
the east-bound Southern Pacific freieht 
expected here at 9 or 10 o'clock tonirht. 
The men came into town this after- 
noon, and are behind buildines out of 
the wind awaiting the freight train. 

IT 18 SIMPLY ANARCHY. 

COLTON, March 19.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The industriel army, number- 
ing 487 by actual count, have been en- 
camped at this place since this morning. 
They propose to capture the through 
freight on the Southern Pacific Railway, 
due at this piece at 5 p.m. The agent 
here, Mr. Bright, says that so far as he 
knows no effort will be made to stop 
them. The march of these men so far 
has been without incident, the officers 
apparently having them well itn hand. 
The underlying principle of the move- 
ment is, however, visible in the talk of 
the men, and that stripped of verbiage 
is anarchy. It is stated that desertions 
from the ranks have already taken 
place, and more may be looked for In a 
short time. “On to Yuma” is now the 
ory’. 
CAPTTRED A TRAIN AT ONTARIO. 

‘ONTARIO, March 19.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The industrial army camped 
here last night, and attempted to board 
the overland freight in the evening, but 
failed. Early this morning the entire 
party left on the local freight for Col- 
ton. The trainmen protested against 
their taking possession of the cars, but 
did not attempt resistance, They made 
no disturbance here during the night. 

OFF FOR YUMA. 

COLTON, March 19.—The “industrial 
army” left at 10 o’clock on the train for 
Yuma. The other gang will go west 
at midnight. 

THE COXBEY-BROWNE OUTFIT. 

MASSILLON (O.,) March 19.—From 
present indications the Coxey army 
will be ready to march from here next 
Tuesday. But few of the officers have 
arrived thus far, but every day’s mail 
brings letters from all parts of the 
country saying that companies have 
been organized and that they will be 
on hand. Coxey came to, town today 
from his farm and after reading a 
number of encouraging letters, said: 
“Won't things be lively by this time 
next month? Do you know that this 
theosophic idea is making a wonderful! 
effect? It is surprising to note how 
interested an audience becomes when 
I address them on the subject. This 
feeling creates harmony and is the 
only assurance of my success in this 
new undertaking. I truly believe this 
movement is the second comiry, of 
Christ. 

Coxey and Carl Browne, his assistant, 
says it is ridiculous to think of failure 
in connection with the movement. 
They say they cannot fail. They haye 
planned an attack, a retreat and a 
method of forming a second attack. 
There will be no discord. 

“The conduct or the army,” said 
Coxey, “will be as its name implies, 
‘an army of peace.’ ”’ 

Extensive preparations are being 
made at the Coxey farm. A red and 
green band wagon with « high plat- 
form will be built, frém which to ad- 
dress the crowds. In the center will 
be a huge, red wheel, with five miles 
of “good roads” petition wound around 
it. At every stopping place, the as- 
sembled crowd will be invited to sign 
their names. After reaching Washing- 
ton, the five mi of petitions will be 
unloaded on Congress. There are ban- 
ners with inscriptions as follows: 

‘“Interest-bearing bonds feed on 
nothing but gold and honest labor;’’ 
‘‘Peace on earth good will to men, but 
death to the shylock of interest on 
bonds; “‘We workingmen want work, 
not charity; how can we buy at the 
stores with charity and cast-off cloth- 
ing?’’ 


Midnight Blaze. 

At 12 o'clock last night an alarm 
was rung in from box No. 46, for 
a lively blaze at Trowbridge’s delicacy 
store, No. 442 South Spring street. The 
fire. when first discovered by Officer 
Mercer, was.in the rear of the store, 
but, during the short interval between 
his running to the nearest box and 
his return, the flames had traveled 
to the front, and had reached the awn- 
ing. The fire brigade responded to the 
summons with commendable prompti- 
tude, and soon had the blaze under 
control, in spite of the high wind pre- 
vailing at the time. The occupants of 
Mrs. R. Yandenworth's nine-room 
lodging-house, in the upper story, were 
driven out by. the. smoke and heat 
in various stages of dishabille, but, for- 
tunately, the building being of brick, 
the fire was confined to the store in 
which it started, and they were en- 
abled to return.to their rooms after 
the smoke had cleared away. B. Cohn’s 
tailor shop, adjoining the burned-out 
store, escaped the flames, but some 
little damage was done by smoke and 
water. Trowbridge’s loss, estimated at 
$300, was covered by insurance, The 
origin of the blaze is not known, but 
the most plausible theory advanced 
is that some of the greasy boards in the

President Teed said In behalf of the 
Council that thee, appreciated the 
eapint fin which they had made known 
thelf néeds. They were not. agitators, 
a& were those who had left the city on 
the way to Washington. He believed, 
however, that inasmuch as the Council 
had expended all it could see its way 
clear to do, the only solution of the 
problem is to ask private citizens who 
are charitably disposed to give aid. 

Mr. Tingstrom, the spokesman, said 
the men do not want charity. They 
want work. The Associated Charities 
had done an excellent work, but many 
of the men will, to a large extent, go 
hungry, and sit by cold stoves rather 
than ask for c ty. ‘ 

City Attorney McFarland, who was 
presemt, stated in reference to the is- 
suance of scrip that it had been tried 
in one of the northern cities, and the 
scrip decided by the Supreme Court of 
the State to be illegal. He suggested 
that in Consideration of the present 
situation the city might do with less of 
its fuxuries in the way of street sprink- 
ling and electric lighting. He thought 
perhaps several thousand dollars per 
month could be saved in that way and 
used for the purpose for which it is 
needed. 

Vvuncilman Nickell said he believed 
the wealthy citizens of the town 
should subscribe liberally to.a fund 
to be used to give the needy men work. 
He believed by some means the city 
should duplicate any sum subscribed 
by a citizens’ committee. 

Councilman Rhodes said he believed 
there are a number of banks in the 
city that are interested in having the 
F'rst-street hill cut down. It seemed 
to him that those banks should sub- 
scribe liberally for that purpose.

A Sensational Story Brought to Light in 
the Township Court. 

Undue familiarity with another man’s 
wife has caused William Barnet a 
great deal of trouble in the way of 
mental anguish and physical suffering, 
and he has finally decided to invoke 
the aid of the law in order that he 
may preserve a whole scalp and un- 
broken bones. That is, he has applied 
for such aid, although it is another 
question whether or not it will be ex- 
tended to him, after the court has 
heard the facts in the matter re- 
lated. 

Barnet is a little, auburn-hagired tea 
and spice dealer, and the person. of 
whom ‘he is so much afraid is Robert 
A. Henderson, a patrolman, in the em- 
94 of ~the Insley Detective Agency. 

e “story” in the case is quite sen- 
sational, and, All things considered, it 
seems almost a wonder that Barnet 
should be alive to tell the tale. His 
appearance in Justice Bartholomew’s 
court yesterday shows that his bump 
‘of self-preservation has been remark- 
ably well developed. 

It was just about a week ago that 
a man came to the Receiving Hospital 
at the police station, and applied for 
medical treatment. His head was 
badly cut about the right temple, and 
he was bleeding profusely. He said, 
when asked how he happened to get 
cut, that he had been thrown from ‘a 
buggy and had fallen on the stone 
} curb. This.man was none other than

papers used by this commission now’): 


Barnet, and the cause of his having 
been wounded was not at all due to 
& runaway, but too close contact with 
a cane in the hands of Henderson. 
After having the cut dressed, he went 
away. and ‘was not seen again until 
yesterday afternoon, when he sought 
out Justice Bartho!omew, and asked that 
Henderson be bound over to keep the 
peace. 

As already stated, Henderson's an- 
tipathy for Barnet grew out of the 
latter’s intimacy with the former's 
wife. Barnet became acquainted with 
Mrs. Henderson in the course of his 
rounds, while soliciting orders for his 
goods. His visits occurred almost in- 
variably when the husband was away 
from home, and he stop longer each 
time he called and talked more. Eventu- 
ally, so the story goes, the acquaint- 
ance ripened: into extreme intimacy, 
and Barnet met Mrs. Henderson at va- 
rious places by appointment, accord- 
ing to his own statement. enderson, 
meanwhile, was working hard to pro- 
vide for his little household, beng 
utterly ignorant of the impénding d's- 
turbance of his peace of mind. Barnet 
admits unhesitatingly that he did take 
liberties with Mra: Hendetfson, but 
makes thé shallow claim that the lat- 
ter was the first to offer advances of 
an unbecoming nature. After they had 
become Well acqua'nted, he said, Mrs. 
Henderson. met him frequently for a 
time, until he ceased to pay her at- 
tentions. On Tuesday of last week, 
while passing the Henderson place, he 
observed the husband standing in the 


yard. H rson called to him, and 
asked 1 to come in, saying that 
hi fe desired to get some more of 


Surpecting 
nothing, Barnet went in‘and took a 
chair. Then Henderson's. .manner 
changed. He said: “My wife has told 
me all about it,”’ and, reaching for a 
stick resembling a cane he deait Barnet 
a heavy blow across the forehead. 
Barnet stated that he was knocked 
senseless, and that Henderson and his 
w'fe threw water in his face to revive 
him.

MUST GO TO JAIL 

George Abbott, the notorious ‘“‘mac,” 
will now be congpelled to serve his 
time in the penitentiary upon former 
conviction of the crime of burglary, 
for the Supreme Court bas confirmed 
the judgment entered against him and 
refuses to order.a new trial. Complaint 
was made on the appeal of certain re- 
marks by the trial court touching the 
conduct of plaintiff's attorney in re- 
gard to the bribery of a certain wit- 
ness, The higher court is of the opin- 
jon that if the circumstances were such 
as to impress the Judc¢e with a grave 
suspicion that the witness had been 
tampered with the investigation should 
have been conducted in the absence of 
the jury, in order that the jurors might 
not have been influenced in their ver- 
dict by any developments arising from 
such investigation, but no exception 
was noted to the course pursued and 
for that_reason it was not necessary to 
pass upon this branch of the contro- 


versy.( 
The court had given the jury the fol- 
lowing instructions, which, it was 


claimed, did not state the true rule of 
law: “The mere possession of stolen 
property, unexplained by the defend- 
ant, however soon after the taking, is 
not sufficient to justify a conviction. 
It is merely a guilty circumstance, 
which, taken iti dconneéction with other 
testimony, is to détermine the question 
of guilt.” And again: “If the jury be- 
lieve from the evidence that the prop- 
erty mentioned in the é€vidence ,was 
stolen from the premises described in 
evidence, and received into session 
of the defendant shortly after being 
stolen, the failure of the defendarit to 
account for such nossession of to show 
that such possession was honestly ob- 
tained, was a circumstandé tending to 
show his guilt and the Acc is 
bound to explain the on in or- 
der to remove the effect of the posses- 
sion’ as a circtitistatéé to be coneid- 
ered in connection with other siispl- 
— facts, if the evidence disclose any 
such.” 

These two instructions were in effect 
the same, The principle embodied 
therein covered the same ground and it 
was thought that the law was correctly 
declared. “A circumstance tending to 
show guilt” would have been a more 
appropriate phrase than “a guilty cir- 
culastance,” yet their manifest mean- 
ing was the same. It was further 
claimed that these instructions, conced- 
ing them to be sound law, were not 
apropos to the case as disclosed by the 
evidence. It rather seemed that the 
circumstances justified them. There 
was somé-direcf testimony to the effect 
that the appellant was in possession 
of the stolen property from the house } 
burglarized, at about the time the 
burglary was committed and the mefe 
fact -that this evidence might have 
been contradicted by the defendant, or 
other witnesses, would not defeat the 
rights of the people to have an instruc- 
tion, bearing upon the question of the 
possession of the stolen property, given 
to the jury. Of course, before the jury 
could apply that principle of law to the 
defendant they should be satisfied that 
he in fact had possession of the stolen 
property, but when so sa‘isfied the le- 
gal principle should weigh against him. 
For thee> reasons juigment of convic- 
tion was affirmed.

SANTA ANA, March 19.—(Special Corre- 
sroncence.)
